Fast Las Vegas, New Mexico, May 
14.—Gen. F.°A.¢ Brook has. ordered

serious Indian outbreak at the an- 
cient Taos :Pueblo, seventy miles 
The troops were 
despatched. after ‘an appeal had deen 
made to Governor Mills: by ‘Judge 
John RK. McFee, who declared that a 
massacre was imminent This is the 
first-‘outbreak in this’ section since 
1807. 

The prosecution of several Indians 
for. infractions of the law is said to 
have caused the outbreak. Telephone 
and telegraph) wires have been cut 
by the renegades. The Indians on 
Thursday raided several homesteads 
north of Taos, cut fences, drove off 
cattle and assaulted the wife and chil- 
dren of a homesteader, L. S. Myers, 
Feeling at Taos against the Indisus 
is’ intense. 


Homesteads Are Raided. 


Intoxicated Indians from the Pueb- 
lo of Taos raided the ranches of 
homesteaders north of the town and 


are said to have driven off all the 
stock, after cutting the wires. The 
assault on Mrs. Meyers and her 


babies is the only personal outrage of 
the kind that has thus far been ‘re- 
ported. The Pueblos, being citizens 
of New. Mexico, are amenable to the 
territorial laws and no Jonger wards 
of the United States, except in a re- 
stricted sense. Under the law it is 
required that the sheriff must notity 
the governor that he is unable to cope 
with the situation. This information 
Was sent to the governor at Santa "e 
yesterday afternoon by Sheriff Elias 
Quinte, saying that the situation was 
grave and asxing that the troops be 
sent) immediately. Before the sher- 
iff could complete his message, giv- 
ing the details of the situation, the 
wires were cut. _Indignation is strons 
and feeling is running high here.

THIRST LED 


Young Train Robbers Could not Stand 
the Suffering.

Phoenix, Ariz., May t4.—The awiul 
pangs of thirst led to the arrest of 
the train robbers who on Monday 
night held up a train on the Kast 
Arizona and robbed the passengers. 
After the robbery the men escaped 
jto the desert and since then a per- 
sistent search has been made — for 
them, Sheriff Carl Hayden with a 
posse was going cver one of the des- 
ert trails in an automobile when near 
Vitrol mine, about eighty miles from 
the scene of the robbery, a man step- 
ped out on the road and demanded 
water. 

“You are under arrest,” declared the 
sheriff, who with his posse jumped 
out and surrounded the man. 

The man, however, stood utterly 
heedless of the words or of the 
actions of the men around chim and 
piteously pleaced for water. When 
it was. given to him, he drank almost 
a gallon. 

The man was Tirnest Woodson, 
under twenty years of age His bro- 
ther Oscar was in hiding in a clump 
of bushes near by. Both men were 
so done out by their eighty-mile flight 
over the desert and by thirst that they 
were not able to make any resistance 
to arrest. They were brought back 
here today..

They 
held up the train and made the pas- 
sengers hand over their money with- 
out even wearing masks.

Overseas Dominions not Mentioned 


in Proclamation of King. 


OMITTED FROM ALL DOCUMENTS 


The Words Were First Used on the 
Acc2ssion of King Edward 
VII. 


London, May 14.—No sooner was 
the splendor of the proclamation cere- 
monies past than an egregious blun- 
der was discovered which, it was de- 
clared, might necessitate the repeti- 
tion of the entire spectacle. 

Mhis was the absence from the of- 
ficial printed programme, as read by 
the heralds, of the words, avrong the 
King’s titles, “and for the British Do- 
mi.ions beyond the seas.” 

This term, formally proclaiming the 
ruler’s title to jurisdiction over the 
colonies, avas first used in the procla- 
mation of the acknowledgment of Ed- 
ward VII, 

Although the form of Geonge’s pro- 
gramme was supposed vo have been 
identical with that of his father, the 
omission .occured not only in the 
document read to London, ‘but dn the 
official copies used in the provincial 
cities. ! 

A high court official says that there 
seemed little likelihood of avoiding a 
repetition ‘of the pageant and cere- 
mony, if George were to reign legal- 
ly, but that an investigation had ‘been 
begun ‘to dscertain if the heralds in- 
cluded the phrase verbally in spite of 
its absence from the printed docu- 
ments.

Young Bank Clerk Admits Taking 
Money From Letter. 


COUNSEL ASKS FOR LENIENCY 


Says. That. the Boy. was Employed by 
Bank at Only a Bare Living 
Wage, 


The young bank clerk Holden, came 
up for trial in the District Court this 
morning, before Judge ‘Taylor, and 
was remanded until Tuesday, after 
pleading guilty. in order to give His 
Honor time to consider the matter,

of age, had been employed by the 
Bank of Commerce for six months at 
a salary of $37.50 per month, which 
he understood was just a bare living 
wage. His character was of the ibest, 
as testified by his being employed by 
the bank, who. always take particular 
care in this matter, ¢n connection with 
their employees; but having no means 
of existence, other than ‘his salary, 
he got into debt and was tempted to 
take the $225 from the registered Ict- 
ter to help -him out of this difficulties. 

After he had taken the money he 
paid all this debts and then took a 
‘ticket to Winnipeg, where Iris only 
relations, his mother and brother, re- 
side.” His father had died in England, 
and his mother was dependent on the 
two sons for her support. 

When he arrived in Winnipeg, he 
made no effort to kave the country, 
but secured a position with a lumber 
company and ijt. was while at home

BULLET WENT 
INTO SHACK 


Two Women: on First Street Had 


Narrow Escape. 
CAME FROM HIGH POWER RIFLE 


Police are Investigating and Believe They 
Will Land Person who did the 
Shooting, 

While sitting in the front room of 
her cottage on First street, near the 
Hudson’s Bay Reserve, last night, 
Mrs. P. J. Smith and her little daugh- 
ter who was reading to her, heard the 
report of a rifle. 

The next instant there was a splin- 
tering of wood just beside her, and 
a bullet: crashed through the wall 
of the house, and struck a box not 
three feet from the woman. 

“T'm shot, it’s blinded me,’ screamed 
Mrs. Smith. But it was more fright 
than anything else that had hurt her. 
So seriously was she affected by the 
shock, however, that she and_ her 
daughter went over to a neighbor's 
where they were taken care of. 

The police were immediately noti- 
fied of the occurrence, and Chief 
Lancy and Sergt.-Detective Brooks 
were soon on the spot. A. careful 
search of the shack showed that the 
bullet had come from the south- 
east, in the vicinity of Queen’s or 
Fraser avenues, between Heiminck 
and Picard streets. It had been de- 
flected when it struck the wooden 
walls of the shack, but had gone 
right through the wall, and — had 
smashed a box on the opposite side 
of the room The police found the 
bullet, which was a steel jacketed one 
of .303 calibre, and of the kind used 
in high-power rifles.

turned out as it was predicted? Such, 
it seems, is now the case submitted 
to a Paris magistrate concerning a 
man described as an astrologer, in- 
habiting one of the picturesque 
heights on the outskirts of the city, 
and who has had customers enough 
to-populate a large town. Young atid 
old have come to him to have their 
future revealed. Girls wanted — to 
know if they were going to marry 
soldiers and be happy, and the young 
men wanted.to know how to find the 
brunette or the blonde that would 
suit them, with a handsome dowry; 
while widows. looked for a second 
husband, and disappointed lovers 
wanted to know how fate would re- 
venge them. ‘ 

The so-called astrologer has, it 
seems, been giving satisfaction to all 
until recently. Some of his custom- 
ers, finding that the predictions did 
not exactly come out as they had ex- 
pected, vented their discontent in a 
formal complaint, which they lodzed 
with a magistrate. A police officer 
was appointed to inquire into the 
case, and the first discovery which 
he made was that the fortune-teller 
had a vast “practice,” which the most 
successful practitioner might envy. 
He had as many as 15,000 customers 
in all ranks of society. 

When applied to he would readily, 
and without exacting a fee, cast the 
horoscope of the applicant. If more 
was wanted, the price was $1o for 
a complete “fortune,” $5 for one less 
complete, 15 francs for a period of 
fifteen years, 5 francs for five years, 
etc. Those who encouraged the al- 
leged astrologer. actually proposed a 
sort of association of his followers, 
to be called the “Universal Frater- 
nal and Spiritualist Union,” with the 
object of \buying him a house, to 
cost about$6,o00, to be built some- 
where in the country, preferably on 
a high spot, and with a nice garden 
round it. Much of the money, it 
seems, had already been subscribed, 
when this completit came along to 
interZere with the scheme, 

In passing, it may be said that the 
following of an astrologer or fortune- 
teller is not only of the legally re- 
cognized professions in France, and 
the police have from time to time 
tried to check the practice. But so 
many disappointed lovers, prospective 
brides, and jilted spinsters, and per- 
plexing specimens of the sterner sex 
long so much to have theit fortunes 
told by men with foolscap bonnets 
and wizard's sticks that the police 
gave up as hopeless the attempt to 
uproot the prejudice, and connived at 
the goings-on of astrologers and their 
clients. ‘The one against whom the 
complaint has, been lodged is no bet- 
ter and no worse than his colleagucs, 
and is going about in full liberty, car- 
rying on his trade unmolested by tlhe 
police enquiry, which he hopes wi!! 
turn out to his advantage.

Naranja, Singh, the cducated Hindu 
capitalist, has been turned back from 
the Canadian border and denied admit- 
tance to the Dominion, Jle maw is 
in Seattle meditating upon the immi- 
gration laws of this country and plan- 
ning, with the aid of his friends in ‘this 
city, some new move which awwill gain 
him admittance to the Province of 
British Columbia. 

A couple of weeks ago Naranja, who 
has a thorough education in English 
and is a property owner on this side 
of the boundary line, was chosen as 
a desirable vehicle by which to apply 
a test to the immigravion regulation 
of the Dominion governemnt which 
requires that incoming settlers shall 
proceed directly ‘by straight ticket 
from the land of their birth or adop- 
tion. Naranja, who ‘had been resid- 
ing in Seattle since leaving India, ac- 
cordingly set off for Vancouver on one 
of the C. PL R. steamers, but owas 
promptly ordered back to the Sound 
city without being allowed to dand 
here. He obeyed the official mandate 
but he and his friends stated at the 
time that another attempt avould be 
made to secure his admittance to the 
country, 

The other try was made on Sunday. 
when Naranja Singh, large as life and 
looking as natural as ever,  steped 
Great Northern train in 
company with a feliow-countryman, 
but Immigration Inspector Topkinson 
was prepared for ‘his unwelcome 
cnesis and again the Hindu pursued, 
his disappointed way back to the 
place where the Seattle spirit blooms 
and grows.

FROM FLAMES 


SATURDAY, MAY 14, 


Terrible Experiences of a Minnesota 


Settler and his Family. 
WERE FIVE: DAYS SEEKING SAFETY 


Travelled Through Burning Forests, Suf- 
fering from Cold at Night and Narrowly 
Escaping Drowning. 

Grand Marais, May 14—John B. 
Elwing and-his wife, with their month 
old baby and their six other chilaren, 
the eldest of whom is fifteen years 
old, are being cared for in a tem- 
porary hospital here following a 
heart-breaking forty-mile trip through 
the sparsely settled and flaming for- 
Brule, 
Lake. It took them five days to cover 
exhausted, almost bur ned and almost 
frozen to death. Two of the smaller 


children were saved from drowning 
in the swift current of the Brule 


Fleeing homesteaders have leit the 
district uninhabited. When Elving | 
and his family were routed from their 
beds early Sunday morning by ad- 
vancing forest’ fires on all sides, they 
beat a hasty retreat with a sma. stock 
of provisions The smoke almost 
suffocated and blinded the fugitives, 
and fearing the unknown perils whic h 
might await them in the unmapped 
forest, E Iving stuck stubbornly by the 
shores of the lake and Brule river. 
The first day and night they | pro- 
gressed ten miles, so near to deers, | 
bears and other wild beasts that FE1- 
ving was forced to drive them to 
one side to furnish passage for his 
terrified family. The -crackling of 
flames in the underbrush and the roar 
of the wind swept blaze through the 
tree tops overhead rang constantly 
in their ears. Burning cinders drop- 
ped on the bare-headed woman and 
her children. 

The second day they advanced onty 
five miles. The woman was overcome 
with fatigue. She became hysterical 
and would not permit her husband to 
carry the babe. They reached a for- 
mer settlemen, and. replenished. their 
exhausted provisions. 

The night winds from Lake Super- 
ior chilled them to the marrow and 
Elving;made a fire in a vegetable cel- 
lar where they huddled for the night. 
In the morning he discovered the for- 
est fires were impassable. The next 
midnight when the glow ahead scem- 
ed to have died out the fugitives again 
set forth. They proceeded about five 
miles, when suddenly, upon rounding 
a bend in. the river, they faced a 
veritable furnace speeding. through 
the dry and cracking timbers — to- 
wards them. | f:lving with his axe 
cut limbs from, trees on the bank, 
sought a favorable,place in the stream 
and stationed himself and his. family 
neck deep in water. underneath,a wet- 
ted screen of underbrush, which they 
saturated from, time to time until the 
fire burned out The fourth day sur- 
rounding fires again forced them to 
retreat to the same artifice, but the 
deep river boiled) between . narrow 
banks and two of the younger chil- 
dren who ventured too far out were 
swept in the current. The big family 
dog, who had so far, by swimming the 
river evaded the flames, helped Elving 
to rescue them, 

Thursday morning the family reach- 
ed an abandoned homestead, where 
they found an ox and cart in which 
they made the rest of the journey to 
Grand Marais.

Juneau, Alaska, May 14.—The 
schooner Anita Phillips, is back from 
Yakataga. The captain reports that 


that place was on the verge of a fam- 
ine when he reached there. The only 
supplies they had was beans and a 
small amount of tea. The Phillips 
had 16 tons of suplies for the store 
at Yakataga, which ovill last this 
summer.
